22.—With the 
death of Mrs. Richard Ough, an old In- 
dlun woman and e pioneer settler of the 
‘Columbia river country last Sunday, 
there pussed into history one of the 
oldest women of the Pacific northwest. 
No one knows how old she was, in fact, 
she.did not know herself, so that the 
exact number gf years can never de 
Ascertalned, but those who are best in- 
‘formed place her age aa somewhere be- 
tween $8 and 106. D. W. Hutchinson, 
who a year ago spent some time in 
gathering the date of her life, says that 
according to, tha early: records which 
correspond to: tales she has related, she 
must have been ar least 102. She has 
five children living, the oldest being 72, 
18 grandchildren, 28 great grandchildren 
and four great Sreat grandchildren, 
making before her death fle llving 
genergtlons. a record rarely paralleled. 
In a small white cottage on the south- 
ern edge of the town of Washougal, 
Mrs. Ough passed away: quietly on ya 
day, July 16, 1911, and people are just
